Some Indications of Backsliding 


wre let him that thinketh he 
standeth take heed lest he fall,” 1 
Cor. 10:12. “Then shall we know, if we 
follow on to know the Lord,” Hosea 6:3. 


Travelers usually know by certain 
signposts, markers or surroundings, how 
they are progressing in their journey and 
so with the Christian in his journey 
heavenward. There are experiences and 
results in his daily walk that give him 
comfort and encouragement, making him 
to feel that all is well, but there are cir- 
cumstances in which he may find him- 
self that should cause him alarm, for 
they indicate danger and the possibility 
of his falling out of the way and com- 
ing to wreck and ruin. 

God has made ample provision for His 
children, none need fail and none will 
fail who carefully use the means of life 
and victory. We desire to call attention 
to a few markers on the way that might 
give warning to some. 

1. There is danger when there is a 
slackening of interest in the service of 
the Lord, a lack of love for God, His 
Word, His people and His cause, as we 
had at first. When this coldness begins 
there is danger of backsliding completely, 
unless something is done to bring a re- 
vival. The whole congregation may be- 
come cold and lifeless. This should be 
guarded against, the vital touch of the 
victorious ones in prayer, songs and tes- 
timony, as well as the preaching of the 
Word, will help to refresh the weaker 
ones, and keep up the revival tide which 
is the spiritual life of the Church. 

2. Neglecting and giving up secret and

private devotion is a positive step toward 
spiritual decline. No prayer, no life, no 
victory. The outward forms and ordi- 
nances have their proper place, but noth- 
ing can take the place of heart devotion 
to God, that which brings us into vital 
and conscious touch with Him who is 
our life, How practical that exhortation 
of the apostle, “Be careful for nothing; 
but in everything by prayer and suppli- 
cation with thanksgiving let your re- 
quests be made known unto God. And 
the peace of God, which passeth all under- 
standing, shall keep your hearts and 
minds through Christ Jesus,” Phil. 4:6-7. 


3. Becoming careless as to our general 
conduct. It means much to behave our- 
selves as becometh the saints of God. It 
is to be careful in all our words, ways and 
acts. Our youth today are taught, trained 
and drilled, to think, to study, to speak, 
to stand, to march, to work and to con- 
duct themselves properly in every way 
that they make the most of life. But 
there are no such drilling tactics any- 
where as God gives the soldiers of His 
army. To know and enjoy Him fully, He 
must be in the thoughts, plans and activi- 
ties of our lives all the time and every- 
where. Just a little let-up or misstep may 
bring disaster. It is, “Pray without ceas- 
ing,” “Be thou faithful,” “Do all to the 
glory of God,” “Abide in him,” “Press 


toward the mark.” 


4. Little sins. When professing Chris- 
tians reach a place that they can prac- 
tice what is called “little sins” without 
feeling condemnation, they have made a 
perilous step. There are ways of talking, 





“Me Shall Reap “What 


FEEL like writing on a subject found 
Sin Gal. 6:7. “Be not deceived; for 
whatsoever a man soweth that shall be 
also reap.” 


This text applies to all men every- 
where, and by experience, if we did not 
know it any other way, we have learned 
that it is true that we reap what we 
sow, but we reap more than we sow. If 
we plant a few grains of corn we do not 
expect to reap a few grains but some ears 
of corn. This is true of the vegetable 
kingdom. We have so often heard that 
boys must sow their wild oats, but what 
about the time we must reap a crop of

wild oats we have sowed? It is a very 
dangerous thing for us to go through 
this world sowing to the flesh, never giv- 
ing God our time and talent, but letting 
the devil have full sway in our lives, as 
though we would never face life’s rec- 
ord again. But we shall. It is God’s word 


-that we shall reap just what we sow. 


How many of us have found out to 
our bitter cost that we have had to reap 
what we have sowed? It is so much bet- 
ter for us to learn and profit by wise 
men’s experience and avoid so many blun- 
ders. Then we need God to guide us in 
word and deed. How we need to put our 


jesting, using little bywords, repeating 
things that are not really true, and cer- 
tain other habits and practices, that may 
be all right for the world, but are not 
appropriate for God’s children at all. Let 
us establish a danger signal at this point 
and call attention to the passers-by that 
Jesus said of His disciples, “They are not 
of the world even as I am not of the 
world.” 

5. Selfishness) How much sin and 
backsliding has found a beginning at 
this point? Jesus gave Himself for us. 
Saint Paul gloried in the cross and said, 
“I am crucified with Christ: nevertheless 
1 live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in me: 
and the life which I now live in the flesh 
I live by the faith of the Son of God, 
who loved me, and gave himself for 
me,” Gal. 2:20, and this is the Chris- 
tian’s standard, to live by the faith and 
spirit of the meek and lowly Christ, the 
Son of God. In Saint Paul’s life of sacri- 
fice, service and suffering for His Lord, 
it was “the love of Christ” which “con- 
strained” him, and not some impulse of 
his own heart. And so it is truly the 
privilege of God’s children today to over- 
come the spirit of the selfish age and live 
a life “hid with Christ in God’, that 
whether in private or public we may be 
actuated by the Spirit of Jesus. When 
Christians so far forget themselves that 
they must have their own way and allow 
the spirit of contention and strife to 
possess them and even to the point of 
confusing others, it is evident that the 
blessed Christ has not His place among 
them. “Let this mind be in you which 
was also in Christ Jesus.”

A GOLDEN TESTIMONY 


A golden testimony comes from a 
Judge of the Supreme Court of the State 
of New York. “The majority of crimes 
in the past ten years,” says the Hon. Lew- 
is L, Fawcett (American Sunday School 
Times, Feb. 23, 1935), “have been com- 
mitted by those under twenty-one years 
of age. For the past two years more nine- 
teen-year-olds were arrested than any 


other age group. The 4,548 arrests in this 
group the first six months of last year 
included more than a hundred charged 
with homicide. More than 4,000 prison- 


ers sentenced by me were under age of 
twenty-one years, and only three were 
members of Sunday School, at the time of 
committing their crimes. In my experi- 
ence of more than twenty-eight years on 
the bench, I have passed sentence on over 
8,000 persons convicted of crime. Very 
few were members of or attendants at 
any church or Sunday School. I regard 
the Sunday Schools and churches as the 
only effective means to stem the rising 
tide of vice and crime among the youth. 
Society carries the heavy burden of 
criminality chiefly because of the lack 
of religious training of the youth.—Jew- 
ish Missionary Magazine. 


ARE CHRISTIANS BECOMING 
MORE STINGY? 


In the last days......+. men shall be 
lovers of their own selves, covetous.” 
2 Tim. 3:1-2. 

In the “Christian World” (London) 
an able writer maintains that the church 
today is losing its hold because it has 
compromised with wealth. It is not asked 
that the church should preach Socialism, 
but that it should boldly proclaim the 
immorality of the present division and 
distribution of wealth. “In a Christian 
society, proper division must be made for 
the necessities of all its members. The 
church should not rest until it has 
brought about a change. But how little 
some congregations are disturbed about 
the suffering and injustice around them. 
How unconcerned many Christians seem 
to be about the luxury and ostentation 
that still flourish in the face of hunger 
and penury! How few give serious 
thought to the disgusting waste of money 
in a time of such terrible social need.” 

In this connection we might add that 
few Christians give serious attention to 
the words of Eph. 4:28, calling upon be- 
lievers to labor that they may have to 
give to those who are in need, The Chris- 
tian aims at a surplus and is, in this sense, 
a capitalist for benevolent purposes, not 
that he may live in luxury or leave a 
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fortune to others. This is the opposite of 
Communism which would make all equal 
producers and seize all wealth as a right. 
God’s Word recognizes the fact that all 
are not born equal or equally endowed. 
Those who are capable of producing are 
called upon to work with their might, 
that they might have the privilege and 
blessing of distributing to the necessities 
of the less fortunate. What a testimony 
it would be for Christ if believers took 
this precept seriously!—Prophecy.

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EXT: “Jealousy is cruel as the 

grave,” Song of Solomon 8:6. 
Many people do not like to think of 
the grave, however that is the place 
to which we are all journeying. I feel 
that the Lord would be pleased for me 
to write about the grave. 


We notice the text referred to the 
grave as being cruel. Oh, how cruel the 
grave is when it hides the form of the 
infant so innocent and helpless, the jewel 
of the home and the fond hopes of the 
mother. Again, the youth, looking for- 
ward to a bright future so hopeful, too, 
is claimed a victim of the grave. We are 
made to think how cruel the grave is. 
Many times it is a young man or woman, 
the idol of the parents and the pride of 
the home, just completing an education 
and prepared for a life of usefulness, 
who is claimed by the cruel grave. Often 
it is the parent with so great responsi- 
bility and so needed in the home, whom 
the grave takes from loved ones. Some- 
times it is some dear old person, who has 
just lived long enough to learn how to 
live and get along in this world, wise and 
experienced, prepared to live comfortably, 
who must answer the call and go to the 
cruel grave. 


The grave is no respecter of persons. 
Oh, how cruel it seems. Who can escape 
the grave? Can the rich, the strong, the 
mighty or the wise? No, the wealthy, the 
poor, the youth and aged are all journey- 
ing to that place called the “grave.” 
David in giving his final instructions to 
Solomon, said, “I go the way of all the 
earth,” 1 Kings 2:2. We too shall soon 
go that way and it will be said of us, 
He is dead or she is dead and in the 
grave. The millions of new graves being 
made every year reminds us that all the 
earth is moving on to the grave. 


Has any one ever conquered the 
grave? Yes, Jesus did and through Him 
we, too, can conquer the grave and come 
forth, “In a moment, in the twinkling of 
an eye, at the last trump: for the trump- 
et shall sound, and the dead _ shall be 
raised incorruptible, and we shall all be 
changed.

The sting of death is sin; and 
the strength of sin is the law. But thanks 
be to God, which giveth us the victory 
thru our Lord Jesus Christ,” 1 Cor. 15: 
$2-57. 


For the righteous, we see the grave as 
a door threugh which we enter into a 
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new life, and oh how it makes our 
hearts rejoice to think how we can come 
forth from the cruel grave victorious and 
complete in Christ. Then shall the infant 
come forth as a rose budded on earth to 
bloom in Heaven, that God in His great 
wisdom and tender mercy has spared the 
trials, tests and temptations of the life on 
earth.

As this life is so short wherein we have 
time and opportunity to work for the 
Master, let us remember the words of 
the preacher in Eccl. 9:10, ““Whatsoever 
thy hand findeth to do, do it with thy 
might; for there is no work, nor device, 
nor knowledge, nor wisdom, in the grave, 
whither thou goest.” Then how impor- 
tant that we be doing the works of Him 
that has called us out of darkness into 
light, being loyal to His Church, pray- 
ing, have our house set in order, watch- 
ing, waiting and ready. We may feel that 
there isn’t anything we can do, but we 
read in Eccl. 9:11, “I returned, and saw 
under the sun that the race is not to the 
swift, nor the battle to the strong, neith- 
er yet bread to the wise, nor yet riches 
to men of understanding, nor yet favour 
to men of skill; but time and chance 
happeneth to them all.”

St. John §:28, 29.

“Though a sinner do evil an hun- 
dred times, and his days be prolonged, 
yet surely I know that it shall be well 
with them that fear God, which fear be- 
fore Him: But it shall not be well with 
the wicked, neither shall he prolong his 
days, which are as a shadow; because he 
feareth not before God,” Eccl.

NTRODUCTION: Communism or 
socialism primarily, embraces the doc- 
trine of holding property in common, 
and properly dates its political beginning 
back to the “Commune of Paris” (1871). 


WEIGHED IN THE BALANCE 

Yes, communism is on trial, “It has 
been weighed in the balance and found 
wanting”, Ever since reading an editorial 
in yesterday’s paper under the heading 
“Whither Russian Communism?” I have 
felt strongly impressed to write some- 
thing on this line, so here I am ham- 
mering away at the old typewriter, 
though it is past the midnight hour, 
which marked the closing of a busy day. 
I cannot speak for others, but as for my- 
self, the spirit of writing often comes 
upon me in the middle of the night, and 
I find it necessary to get out of bed and 
take down notes of those things sug- 
gested by my subconscious mind. 

When we think in terms of com- 
munism, our minds naturally refer us 
back to Soviet Russia, who has apparently 
begun to see the shortcomings of her 
political regime, and at the same time 
entertain grave fear as regards the posi- 
tion of “her place in the sun”. The Red 
army is already the largest in the world, 
numbering approximately 1,300,000, and 
it is significant to note that, while so- 
called “‘capitalistic America” is striving 
to draft a neutrality program, designed 
to keep us out of war, communistic Rus- 
sia has adopted a staggering military 
budget for 1936. Soviet officials have 
approved an expenditure this year of 
$2,960,000,000, an increase of 57 per 
cent over the 1935 military outlay. 
Fear of war, with Germany or Japan, is 
said to have inspired this huge military 
program. Nevertheless, if the world is to 
accept the communist’s interpretation of 
the Soviet scheme, the unprecedented ex- 
penditure seems somewhat inconsistent. 
The stern Stalin has many times described 
proletariat Russia as “peace loving” and 
unmoved by the desire for war and power 
that characterizes the “brutal capitalis- 
tic” nations. 

One noted financier recently returned 
from Russia, is quoted as saying that 
Russia was departing from communism 
and was in fact no longer communistic. 
Whatever the motive behind the $2,960,- 
000,000 military preparations, the policy 
it bespeaks does not quite click with 
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communist theory. The new budget an- 
nouncement may be construed as con- 
firming the report that Soviet Russia is 
reneging on some of its basic doctrine. 


FOUND WANTING 


The writer who has lately returned 
from a tour of thirteen Latin American 
countries and colonies, including all of 
Central America and part of South Amer- 
ica, can vouch for the fact that com- 
munism has received a staggering blow 
in the southern half of the western hemi- 
sphere. Time and space will not permit 
going into details, so I trust the follow- 
ing examples will suffice for the time. 

For example: E! Salvador, the smallest 
of the Central American republics, leads 
the way, by calling out her soldiers and 
shooting down all the communists and 
their sympathizers wherever found. Then 
on top of this, late word coming from 
Uraguay, the smallest South American 
country, states that she has broken off 
diplomatic relations with Russia, thus 
completing a united front against com- 
munism in South America. This system 
simply does not fit into the picture in 
the new world. It is not only weighed in 
the balance, but is “found wanting”. 

Mexico, which until recently has been 
a communistic stronghold, has taken an 
entirely different stand, and it is grati- 
fying to note that all, or most of the 
communist governors of states have been 
recalled, because of their extreme stand 
taken in the state-church conflict, which 
brought about the closing of religious 
services. 

The following is the English transla- 
tion of a letter, in part, given out to the 
press by General Lazaro Cardenas, Presi- 
dent of the Republic of Mexico, under 
the caption “Law of Amnesty (denot- 
ing a full pardon) Freedom of worship”: 
Until today some of my _ colaborators 
have exploited my weakness in dealing 
with fanaticism in order to influence me 
with atheist materialism, assuring me that 
only with it can the people be happy; 
but others say it is only cunning device 
used to cover up their own merchantile 
exploitations. All this comes to convince 
me, that it is not necessary to convert 
our countrymen to atheistic materialism 
in order for them to be happy, neither 
is it necessary to wrest from them their 
Christian beliefs which have a great moral 
depth. Therefore, I am resolved to order 
that article three of the constitution be 
newly reformed, suppressing socialistic 
teaching and reestablishing the professor- 
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ship in primary schools. Likewise conced- 
ing absolute liberty in religious worship, 
according to that which was ordained by 
our constitution of 1917. 


SOVIET TURN-ABOUT 


American newspaper correspondents in 
Moscow report that Communistic Russia 
is swinging back to the ideals of a gov- 
ernment founded on sound family life. 
This face-about attitude of the Soviet 
states is said to be complete, and the 
smiling Dictator Stalin is pictured often 
these days, in the Soviet press as a doting 
father. 

Simultaneous with this change has 
come a revolution in the Russian divorce 
and marriage laws, aimed at strengthen- 
ing home ties and popularizing the idea 
of family life. If the great Stalin can be 
happy as a family man, it is thought the 
rest of the nation can be likewise. One 
thing sure, the social progress of all his- 
tory can be traced directly or indirectly 
to the place of the family in the state, 
and whatever motive may be back of it, 
this Russian right-about-face is signifi- 
cant in that it recognizes a basic need. 

But taking all this for granted, we as 
Christians should not be too much en- 
thused over this turn in events and let 
ourselves be carried away with the spirit 
of optimism. Rather, we should take ad- 
vantage of this little breathing spell, and 
try to catch up with our missionary pro- 
gram, being assured of this, that com- 
munism will stage a come-back. 





Port Au Prince, Haiti 


Dear brothers, while I know that the 
spirit of giving is in your hearts, I must 
teil you that the greatest opportunity is 
offered you to help the very needy mis- 
sion of Haiti. 

We have several missions well or- 
ganized in the island and it is very far 
from one to the other so we spend much 
for the trips and money is indeed scarce 
for the people are very poor. Many of 
them came from Cuba and are still with- 
out work and cannot help the church fi- 
nancially, The check that the Mission 
Board allows me is used to pay rent on 
the mission at Port Au Prince ($15.00 
American money), to assist the teacher 
of the weekly school, and help Evangelist 
Scotland who is pastoring about four 
missions and is always traveling. 

The condition of the people is so bad 
that last month the president of the re- 
public invited the pastors of the churches 
to exhibit a list of the poor to the effect 
of giving them each 10c (American 
money) daily. I could not help in that 
way as I was in bed on account of a se- 
vere case of malaria.

While God’s hand 
was working we were taken from there 
to the hospital in an ambulance, given 
first aid treatment and taken to our 
homes.

The doctor told me I would have to 
take ether, gas, or some hypnotic. But I 
refused all anesthetics, with the doctor 
saying I couldn’t stand it.

So he got to work 
and set my arm, and Jesus did bear the 
pain. One hour later he found that some 
of the bones had not been placed correct- 
ly so:-he had to reset my arm. It seemed 
almost death. To the pastors of The 
Church of God who preach divine heal- 
ing, live up to your doctrine. The Word 
tells us the husbandman must first be 
partaker. 

As the saints in the Christopher church 
gathered in my home and prayed the 
prayer of faith, God touched my lame 
and broken arm. As I reached it forth to 
shake hands with Sister Vanus of the 
Christopher church, she reminded me of 
the maiden who answered Peter’s call 
when they were praying for him to be de- 
livered, The saints have proved to be kind 
by prayers and showers of groceries and 
the dear Lord has wonderfully blessed.
